This Thursday, the week of June 
19, 1986, another long, hot and dry 
week - we are visiting yet another of 
the wonderful and good folks at the 
Elba Nursing Home by the name of 


Mrs. Willie Pearl Donaldson 
English. 

henever the words ‘‘gentle,”’ 
“‘calm,’’ ‘‘patient,’’ ‘‘kind,’’ and 


“‘hard-working’’ come to mind, one 
immediately thinks of Miss Willie 
Pearl, for in this case, as the old 
saying goes, ‘‘the shoe fits.’’ She is 
truly all this. 

Another statement which 
describes Miss Willie Pearl quite 
appropriately: ‘‘She had a mother’s 
dedication to her family and friends, 
and was devoted to decency and 
dignity.”’ 

I've used this quote before but 
since it does so aptly apply to the 
ladies at the nursing home, I'll 
employ its use again. 

Miss Willie Pearl was born 
September 16, 1906, in the 
Bradshaw Community. She was one 
of six children born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Marion Donaldson; Mfrs. 
Donaldson being Miss Minnie Bell 
Archie prior to her marriage. Mr. 
Donaldson was a farmer; and about 
her father, Miss Willie Pearl said 
with a chuckle, ‘‘He was a pistol 
ball!"’ 

She received her early schooling 
at the old Bradshaw School located 
right below the Mt. Gilead Church. 

Her five brothers and sisters are 
all deceased, with the exception of 
one sister - Mrs. Munice McCall. 
She is married to J.P. McCall and 
they live between Elba and New 
Brockton; for many years they owned 
and operated a store next to their 
home on Highway 84. 

The deceased brothers and 
sisters are: 

Fred, who was married to the 
former Annie Mae English (a sister 
of Miss Willie Pearl’s husband). 
They residéd in Enterprise and Mr. 
Fred was Coffee County tax 
assessor. 

Ed, who was married to the 
former Gladys Bowden, who lives in 
the Bradshaw Community.

She remained unmarried and 
at the time of her death, was a 
resident of the Elba Nursing Home. 


Miss Willie Pearl married 
Francis Marion English December 
23, 1923. He was a self-employed 
businessman, selling Adams 
Waterground Cornmeal, eggs, 
chicken and produce, for approxi- 
mately 20 years. 

He was born in the Damascus 
Community, the son of William Isaac 
English, better known as 
*“‘General,’’ and Maggie Farris 
eaglish. Mr. English was a farmer, 
and in later years he and a son, Jim, 
owned and operated W.S. English 
and Son, a general merchandise 
store on the square in Elba, and he 
and his wife were the patriarch and 
matriarch of a large family - 15 
children, to be exact!

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Collectors dump at no charge 


Rural garbage pickup continues to be headache 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 23, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and agreed to allow a 
county man to pick up rural garbage. 

Ricky Chandler, who worked with 
the county’s previous ‘approved 
collector,’’ will take over the 
established Tuesday through Friday 
routes and will add customers as 
requested. To inquire about 
Chandler's service, residents should 
call 894-5149, 

The matter of a dumping fee was 
discussed by the commission and it 
was decided the new garbage 


collector would be allowed to dump 


free of charge, as are other rural 
collectors. f 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
stated he didn’t think it was right to 
charge the cities to dump at the 
landfill and not charge the private 
collectors; however, Commissioner 
Sid Averett disagreed and said, 
“Cities can make money picking up 
garbage while rural collectors 
can’t!” 

The commissioners did agree 
something had to be done 
concerning rural garbage pickup, 
and stated they would attempt to 
work out a satisfactory solution for 
all concerned. 


The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9:00 a.m. with all members present, 
and after the routine approval of 
minutes, bids were opened. 

The first bid was for the paving of 
the Shiloh Road, a dirt road located 
on Highway 84 between Elba and 
New Brockton. Wiregrass 
Construction got the contract with a 
low bid of $35,198, edging out 
Hooper Inc., who bid $35,440. 

Bids were also opened on a 
*‘multi-purpose’’ building to be built 
at the Farm Center, but none was 
accepted because the bids exceeded 
alloted funds. The bids ranged from 
a low of $29,828 to a high of $43,781.

Dell Ellis addressed the 
commission concerning the condition 
of a dirt road near the Geneva 
County line. 

Ellis stated the road was unsafe 
and had a blind curve that had 
caused numerous accidents. 

“I’m not asking you to pave the 
road,”’ Ellis said, ‘‘just asking you to 
make it safe!’’ 

The commission agreed to meet 
with the engineer to find a means of 
correcting the problem. 

While the paving of the Shiloh 
Road appears ready to begin, the 
residents of the small community are 
now in their third week without 


Postal shuffle affects local office employees 


the opportunity to take jobs such as 


It seems as if the postal systsem 
is in the midst of a game of 
fruit-basket turnover. 

Since May 1, Elba postmaster 
Bill Bullard has been acting 
postmaster of the Enterprise Post 
Office. In turn, Clerk Wayne 
Harrison of the Elba office has been 
filling in for Bullard as ‘‘officer in 
charge’’ of the Elba office. 


Enterprise’s postmaster retired 
January 1, 1986 and Bullard is the 
second person to serve as acting 
postmaster since that time. 

During the first four months of 
the year, Ozark’s postmaster was 
acting postmaster in Enterprise; 
Hartford's postmaster was acting 
postmaster in Ozark; and an 
employee from the district office in 


Dothan filled in as postmaster in 


Hartford. 

This game is a result of the U.S. 
Postal Service's efforts to reduce its 
personnel, thereby operating with 
less cost, according to Bullard. 

Bullard said that the Postal 
Service is presently cutting 248 top 
management jobs in Washington, 
D.C. These people are being given 


Convicted murderer Donald Ard remains at- 


large following breakout at Holman Prison 


A Holman Prison inmate serving 
a life sentence for the murder of a 
Coffee County man remains at large 
at presstime following his escape last 
week from the maximum security 
facility in Atmore. 


Donald Ard, age 33, was one of 
five inmates who escaped from the 
prison on Thursday night, June 19, 
and is one of two inmates still at 
large. The other escapee still at 
large is Steven Lamont, age 30, also 
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a convicted murderer. 

Ard was convicted of the 
January, 1981, murder of Jimmy 
Eugene Tucker, whose charred body 
was found in a burned pickup truck 
along a rural Coffee County road,

Elba Fire Dept. used a 


the postmaster opening in 
Enterprise. 

As part of the post office's 
reduction plan, a step in the process 
of getting reports and paperwork. 
through to Washington has been 
eliminated, Bullard said. 

In the past, postal reports had to 
go from this area to Mobile, then to 
Atlanta, to Memphis and then to 
Washington. The Postal Service has 
eliminated the Memphis step so that 
reports now go to Mobile, New 
Orleans and Washington. 

Bullard predicts that within two 
years this system will be further 
reduced so that offices in this area 
will report directly to New Orleans, 
which will then report to 
Washington. 

As each top management job is 
abolished, the job holder is given 30 
days to decide whether to accept 
other postal jobs, like the one in 
Enterprise. Thus, the delay in 
placing a permanent postmaster in 
Enterprise. 

If none of these people should 
decide to take the job, it will be filled 
in the traditional post office way, 
which is to open the job for 15 days 
for taking applications. If this should 
happen, anyone who works for the 
Postal Service in the Southern region 
has the opportunity to apply. 

Bullard said that although he has 
enjoyed working with the Enterprise 
Post Office, he would not be a 
candidate for the permanent job. 

‘The people in this (Enterprise) 
office have just been great,"’ he said. 
“We've made some changes that 
have worked well.’’ ‘‘But Elba is 
home,” he said. ‘‘And I’m sorta like 
McArthur - I shall return.”’ 

Overtime has been reduced 50 
percent since May 1. Bullard has 
also introduced the clerks in 
Enterprise to a modern computer 
System for keeping up with 
transactions. The Elba office has 
been using this system for some 
time. 

Meanwhile, things are running 
smoothly in the Elba office. Harrison 
said, ‘‘Mr. Bullard stops in enough 
to keep us on our toes." 
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water! 

Approximately 500 feet of water 
line was damaged by county crews 
working on the road, and neither the 
county nor the Elba Water and 
Electric Dept. has agreed to pay the 
cost of repairs.

Resource board told of 
importance of family 


The Coffee County Board of 
Human Resources met Thursday, 
June 19, in Elba and continued to 
discuss the need for additional staff 
and funding. 

Mrs. Glenda Frazier, county 
resource specialist, told the board of 
the Family Life Enrichment Series. 

‘‘What’s more important than 
your family?’’ asked Frazier. 


“That's the messagae we're trying’ 


to get to the public in Coffee County. 
The keys to a good family life are 
commitment, communication and 
cooperation. By following these keys 
parents can better understand their 
children and hopefully improve 
relations within the family.’’ 

‘We try to get families to focus 
on their strengths and minimize the 
weaknesses,’’ said Frazier. 

Speakers are available to clubs 
and organizations through the Dept. 
of Human Resources, stated Frazier, 
and the speakers ‘‘will be glad to 
share the many good things’’ about 
family life. 

Frazier also reported that since 
March she had spoken to over 1,000 
in the county about the children’s 
role in a family. She reported the 
program had been well received by 
both students and teachers, and by 
answering questions helped the 
students understand why parents do 
some of the things they do. 

Mrs. Ann Cooper, public 
information officer for the Alabama 
Medicaid Agency, was present at the 
quarterly meeting and spoke of the 
teenage pregnancy problem in the 
state. 

She reported her agency was not 
teaching sex education, but trying 
to inform both young and old about 
the problem that exists. 

According to a pamphlet pre- 
pared by the Coffee County Dept. of 
Human Resources, in 1983 a total of 
11,262 babies were born to teenage 
mothers in Alabama, Of these, 51 


percent were white and 54 percent 
were born out of wedlock. The 
estimated cost to society for caring 
for teenage pregnancy is $1,000 a 
day. 

County. director Ron Smith 
reported the ‘work of this agency is 
continuing at a furious pace.”’ 

Smith told the board the agency 
had opened a Community Resource 
Fund and was soliciting money to be 
used to make emergency expendi- 
tures for people in need of food, 
clothing, rent, utility deposits, etc. 

“There is never enough money to 
go around,’’ said Smith, ‘‘but we 
hope to be able to build up enough in 
reserve to at least cover an 
emergency.”’ 

The Margaret Mary Hospice 
Board, a group of volunteers who 
focus on giving emotional and 


bereavement counseling to people. 


terminally ill and members of their 
family, serves all the people of 
Coffee County, according to Smith, 
and ‘‘needs our 100 percent 
support.”’ 

Smith revealed that Coffee 
County would serve as a_ pilot 
program for the State Health Dept. 
in an attempt to extend dental care to 
the elderly. The program is 
expected to begin in early 1987 and 
would consist of transporting the 
elderly to a central location for dental 
treatment. 

The staffing problem still exists 
at the county level, declared Smith; 
however, he did report one social 
worker vacancy had been filled and a 
clerk typist appointed to handle child 
support collections. 


The local agency began collecting 
child support collections on June 1 
and is collecting an average of $1,000 
aday. A collection window has been 
installed at the office and is to be 
used by clients wishing to make 
payments after hours. 


Food Stamp income to rise 


Effective July 1, in Alabama and 
throughout the nation, there will be a 
slight increase in the amount of 
income food stamp applicants may 
have and still be eligible for the food 
stamp program, Ron Smith, director 
of the Coffee County Dept. of Human 
Resources, has announced. 

“Income eligibility standards for 
the program are changed annually 
by the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture to 
keep pace with adjustments to 
federal poverty guidelines,"’ he said. 

All states administer the food 
Stamp program according to USDA 
regulations, In Alabama, the 
program is administered through the 
Dept. of Human Resources. 

Most households must meet both 
gross and net income guidelines to 
be eligible for food stamps. 

Effective July 1, the maximum 
allowed gross income for a typical 
family of four will be $1,192, up a 
the current maximum of $1,154 a 
month. 

“The amount of stamps a 
household receives depends on its 
net income after deductions for 
expenses such as utilities and rent,” 
said the director. ‘'Beginning next 
month, the net income for a family of 
four will be $917, up from the current 
maximum of $888,"’ he said. 

“In households where at least 
one person is 60 years of age or 
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older, or is receiving social security 
disability benefits or SSI 
(Supplemental Security Income) 
disability benefits, only net income 
guidelines must be met for the 
household to be eligible for food 
stamps,’’ Smith pointed out. 

Currently there are about 184,000 
food stamp households in Alabama, 
including approximately 1500 in 
Coffee County.

Former Elba Police Chief Max 
Rayburn lost his bid for the position 
of sheriff of Crenshaw County in 
Tuesday's election. 

Rayburn received 2,504 votes in 
losing to Crenshaw County Deputy 
She: Bo Colquett, who rataheed 
2,974 votes. 

Rayburn received 1,136 votes in 
the June 3 primary, while Colquett 
received slightly over 2,000.

Jim Zeigler also was nice as he 
acknowledged George Wallace Jr. had defeated him in the state treasurer's 
race. There was still no decision in the PSC race when I quit keeping up. 
However, we understand Charles Martin finally defeated Coffee County’s 
Terry Ellis. 


Max Rayburn lost his bid to be Crenshaw County's sheriff. We had been 
keeping up with that race because of our long association with Max, going 
back almost 20 years. We couldn’t get any information after the June 3 
primary, so this time his daughter Tammy and sister Kathy Ward (of The 
Flower Patch] called us from Brantley Tuesday night with the bad news. 
However, Max gave them a good run for the money, losing by only a few 
hundred votes. We also salute him for what appeared to be a very clean race. 


Charles Graddick was ecstatic as he addressed campaign workers and friends 
Tuesday night. Aside from the usual syrupy political statements we hear 
from all winning candidates, he said something that caught our ear. ‘‘I am 
going to bring in the best and brightest people to lead this state.’’ We 
like this and note we don’t necessarily need a person who has all the answers 
- just one with smarts enough to listen to those with the answers. 


Bill Baxley wasn't conceding defeat but giving assurance he would support 

.the Democratic ticket if he did lose. He also said that if he lost, The 
Birmingham News and the Republicans wouldn’t have him to knock around 
any more. Noting there would be no clear winner until Wednesday or 
Thursday, Baxley added he hoped there were some good Democrats 
guarding the ballot boxes. We liked Baxley’s statement that he had a lot of 
pride in Alabama and the people who lived here. We share that opinion 
wholeheartedly.

Many times it has been said to 
me, ‘I just want to have a little joy in 
my life."’

Although many defend the modern dance as ‘‘good clean 
fun,’ ‘‘exercise,"’ or ‘‘recreation,’’ practically all recognize that 
dancing is, at the least, questionable behavior for the committed 


There are many instances of dancing mentioned in the Bible, such 
as when Miriam and the Israelite women danced after they crossed the 
Red Sea, and when David danced after a great victory, In those places 
in the Bible where dancing is mentioned without condemnation, we 
find that the dancing was more like ‘jumping for joy,"' done in open 
daylight, done by men alone or women alone (no mixed sexes), and

Israelites, and the dancing of the daughter of Herodias before 
which caused the death of John the Baptist. 
While the New Testament contains no ‘‘thou shalt not dance’

as adultery, fornication, and others. Two of the sins it condemns are 
lasciviousness, and revellings.

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BEAN VIRUS 


I have seen a lot of virus-looking 
symptoms on beans this year. In 
fact, I have sent several specimens to 
the diagnostic lab, and the report 
came back as probably viruses. Some 
of the symptoms look very much like 
a virus because the plant grows out 
of it. Normally, if the plant is 
affected by a virus, it never recovers. 
The symptoms are yellowed, 
mottled, and crinkled leaves, and the 
plant will be very dwarfed. 

Bob Holt of Route 3, Enterprise, 
was fortunate. Some of his beans 
that looked very heavily infected 
with a virus a couple of weeks ago 
have grown out of it. I continue to 
see new things happening in gardens 
daily. 


DOLLAR SPOT AND BROWN 
PATCH 


Dollar spot has appeared on 
many zoysiagrass and bermudagrass 
lawns in Coffee County recently. The 
disease rarely damages a_ yard 
seriously, but it does mar the beauty 
of a well-kept lawn. 

Dollar spot usually appears as 
straw-colored circular spot two to 
three inches in diameter. These 
spots gradually merge, forming 
large irregular patches of deseased 
turf. 

You can often control dollar spot 
by making light applications of 
nitrogen fertilizer through the 
summer. But, if damage is wide- 
spread, you may need fungicides. 

Now's the time brown patch is 
most likely to damage well-managed 
zoysiagrass, centipedegrass, and St. 
Augustine grass lawns. Usually, the 
more nitrogen applied in early spring 
to warm-season turfgrasses, the 
greater the risk of brown patch. So 
far, dry weather has kept brown 
patach in check. You will find this 
desease after several days of mild, 
showery weather, 

Brown patch appears after the 
turf has started growing. Damage 
first appears as small circular brown 
areas scattered across the lawn 
which quickly increase to several feet 
in diameter. Blighted shoots at first 
water-soak, wilt, and turn brown. 
Damaged areas usually recover 
because the shoots and not the 
stolons are attacked by the fungus. 

Applying the right amount of 
nitrogen fertilizer and yearly verti- 
cutting can go a long way to prevent 
brown patch. Preventative fungicide 
sprays are needed only on high 
maintenance lawns previously 
damaged by brown patch, Spot 
treatment of the patches plus the

Dollar spot is a lot of times 
confused with brown patch. Brown 
patch affects a much larger area at 
the beginning than dollar spot. The 
same fungicides will control both 
diseases. 


TOMATO PRODUCTION 


The Average tomato plant 
produces about three pounds of 
tomatoes per season. Tomato plants 
have the potential to produce 30 
pounds per year. 

You can help triple your tomato 
harvest the rest of the season. If you 
haven't already done so, put three to 
five inches of mulch around the 
plants. This helps control weeds, 
slows evaporation and keeps the soil 
surfaced cooler and damper. 

Spray with fungicide once a week 
for foliar diseases. And, during dry 
periods, keep all fruit harvested, 
from mature green to ripe tomatoes. 
This will cut cracking losses. 


FRUIT VERSUS BIRDS 


Fruit growers have a common 
complaint every  year--birds 
damaging their crops. Plastic bird 
netting is the most effective way to 
keep birds from harvesting your 
fruit. Scarecrows and_ shiny 
aluminum strips or pie plates dis- 
courage thieves for a day or two. 
But, birds get used to these and 
return to feed again. 

It’s best not to use fiberglass 
netting. Little slivers of fiberglass 
are difficult to remove from the fruits’ 
after you pick them.

However, 
young people are attracted to some 
of these brightly colored materials 
and may try to drink some of these 
materials. It doesn’t happen often, 
but it does happen. Don’t take any 
chances! 

Plan a time to take care of this 
important job. It will improve the 
safety around your home and farm, 
and getting rid of them will improve 
the attractiveness of your place. The 
main thing is safety. Don’t be 
responsible for some child getting 
poisoned, 

Incidentally, Sheriff Brice Paul 
called the other day and reminded 
me to caution farmers about leaving 
‘hese expensive cans of fungicides 
and materials out where they can be 
2asily picked up by someone. Protect 
your property. The best thing is to 
keep those cans in a safe storage 
place away from children and 
away from others who may want to 
take them.

SOYBEAN VARIETIES 


For soybean producers who plan 
to plant between now and July 1, use 
one of the following varlieties if you 
can get it: Coker 368, Kirby, Cobb, 
or Dowling. 

Soybean prices are not good 
enough to make much of a profit. If 
you are planting peanuts on limited 
land, you may consider some other 
crop on that land other than 
soybeans. It doesn’t make much 
sense to plant something that would 
make only a few dollars per acre 
when you could leave it idle or plant 
some other crop to help prepare that 
land for peanut production in 1987, 

However, we do have a number 
of growers who usually make good 
yields and some profit ion 
soybeans. It is an individual 
decision, The varieties listed are 
those which research shows have the 
best yield potential.

SUMMER FABRIC CARE 

Cool, absorbent cotton and light, 
airy handkerchief linens are often 
the basics of many summer 
wardrobes. The decision of whether 
to wash or dry clean is often made 
after you have constructed a garment 
using one of the fabrics. 

In reality, this choice should be 
made before the cutting and sewing 
begins. If cotton, linen or silk will be 
washed, the fabric should initially be 
treated just as the finished garment 
will be. Natural fibers do have a 
tendency to shrink, so pre-shrinking 
is recommended. If you plan to 
always dry clean the fabric, no need 
to pre-shrink. 

I wash all my silks. However, 
they are not multi-colored. The silks 
with many colors will fade or bleed 
into other colors. 


PEACH TIME 


Peaches are on the market. When 
buying peaches, you want good 
quality. Look for peaches that are 
bright, velvety and fresh. 

A peach is ripe when it ‘‘gives’’ 
to gentle pressure. Fresh peaches 
that aren’t fully ripe will ripen if 
stored at room temperature for a day 
or so, For best flavor, serve peaches 
at room temperature. 


FREEZING OKRA FOR FRYING 


I do hope we'll have okra to 
freeze. Many people want to know 
how to prepare fried okra for the 
freezer. First, wash and blanch okra. 
Blanch small pods for 3 minutes. 
Leave top caps on. Cool quickly and 
drain. Slice okra crosswise and roll in 
meal or flour, 

Spread okra in a single layer on a 
shallow pan and put in the freezer. 
Freeze just until the okra is firm. 
Them put it in a moisture-vapor 
resistant package and freeze. 

When you are ready to fry the 
okra, just heat the cooking oil cad 
pour oui the okra you need. There's 
no need to thaw okra, 


SERGER MACHINES 


I am thoroughly enjoying my 
serger machine. This machine 
conbines sewing, trimming and 
finishing seams into one simple step. 

A serger is fast. Some can sew 
more than 1,500 stitches per minute, 
finishing the seams as they go along. 
I've had my machine nearly a year. 
Each time | use it 1 become more 
knowledgeable and skilled. It really 
takes practice, but it is so simple to 
operate afterwards. 

If you sew a great deal like I do, 
you may want to consider a serger, I 
wouldn't be without mine. 


PAINT AWAY EYESORES 
Is there an eyesore in your home? 


It may be a built-in corner cabinet or 
a dark colored appliance. Neither fit 


in and look good, but you can’t tear 
out the cabinet or get rid of the 
appliance. 

With paint, you can visually 
remove or at least minimize the 
unsightly appearance of your

Anderson Reminds 


Farmers To Report 


Seed Peanuts 


When farmers certify their 1986 
planted peanut acres, Jesse J. 
Anderson, Chairperson of the Coffee 
County ASC Committee, reminds 
them that 1985S crop peanuts retained 
on the farm for seed or other 
purposes must be reported also. 

Peanuts retained for seed are 
considered as marketed quota 
peanuts and should have been 
reported on the 1985 peanut card, 
Anderson said. To avoid being in 
violation of the peanut poundage 

rogram regulations, he said 
armers who did not retain peanuts 
for seed must report the name and 
address of the person from whom 
their seed peanuts were obtained, in 
addition to the amount and type of 
peanuts. 

If the amount of peanuts retained 
for seed, plus 1985 crop quota 
peanuts marketed, exceed the 
poundage quota, a penalty will be 
assessed. ASCS will visit the farm to 
verity the quantity reported and to 
determine whether the peanuts 
retained exceed the poundage quota. 
Under the peanut price support 
program, the number of pounds of 
peanuts that can be marketed by 
producers for domestic edible uses is 
limited through poundage quotas. 
According to Anderson, the Food 
Security Act of 1985 allows any 
person to grow peanuts anywhere in 
the country and nrarket the peanuts 
-for other than domestic edible use. 

“Price support loans will be 
available for 1986 crop warehouse- 
stored peanuts from harvest time 
through January 31, 1987,"’ the 
ASCS official said. Loans on farm- 
stored peanuts will be available 
through April 30, 1987.

Looking Back At The Flood Of 1929 


(THE FOLLOWING ARTICLE IS 
TAKEN FRQM THE ELBA 
CLIPPER OF MAY 9, 1929, AND 
WAS WRITTEN BY MRS. OLA B. 
KENDRICK, SOCIAL EDITOR OF 
THE PAPER.]) 


OUTSIDE, LOOKING IN AT THE 
HORRORS OF THE ELBA FLOOD 
[Social Editor of the Clipper spent 
many anxious hours trying to get 
word from her husband and son, who 
were Inside, looking out.] 


Now that all other members of 
The Clipper force have published an 
account of their experience in the 
disaster that we Elba people have 
recently suffered, I am obeying an 
impulse to write my own experience: 

I went to sleep about 12 o'clock 
on Wednesday night, March 13, as 
rain was falling in torrents. About 
daybreak I awoke and it seemed to 
me I had never before heard such a 
rainfall as was falling then. I called 
my husband and told him I was 
afraid the creek was ‘‘coming out’. 
We live only a few doors from 
Whitewater Creek bridge and this is 
the creek to which I referred. 
However, Mr. Kendrick did not 
seem to be alarmed. A few minutes 
later Mrs. M.C. Russ, one of our 
neighbors, called over the telephone 
and asked what we thought about the 
river. This caused me to become, 
more deeply concerned. I walked to 
the front porch and observed a line of 
cars, people coming to see if the 


river was getting out of its banks. 

Immediately after we had eaten 
breakfast Mr. Kendrick, our little 
4-year-old girl, Mary Will, my 
assistant teacher, Miss Trudie Cope, 
Dee Kendrick and I got into the car 
and drove to town. Mr. Kendrick 
and Dee got out of the car at our 
store, and Miss Cope, Mary and I 
went on to our school, Danley’s 
Cross Roads, seven miles from Elba, 
on the Opp highway. There were no. 
pupils there and we came on back 
home. Just before we got to the 
concrete bridge coming into Elba we 
met my cook, Mary Wood. I stopped 
her and asked her why she was 
leaving. She said between sobs: 

‘The water has come to our 
house and I waded out.”’ I glanced 
at her wet clothing and told her to go 
on home and put on dry clothes. 

When we reached our home I saw 
that it was surrounded by water. Mr. 
Kendrick was there and was very 
much excited. He told me I must get 
out of town at once. He and Tom, 
our 14-year-old boy, caught our 
chickens and closed them up in the 
bath room, never doubting their 
safety there. We all got in the car 
and went back to town. Mr. 
Kendrick told me to go out to Mr. 
Fletcher Pierce’s home and he would 
try to put some of his goods up and 
come later. Our little girl was 
frightened almost to death, for the 
water was then out all over the 
square and very swift. She clung to 
her daudy’s neck and begged him to 
go with us.

When | got to the ice plant I saw 
water in the road in front of it, but I 
thought I could drive through it. Just 
as I got to the edge of the water Mr. 
Horace Smith ran out to my car and 
sail, ‘‘Mrs. Kendrick, the road has 
caved in there and you must not goin 
there.”’ I came back to my 
husband’s store and he told me I was 
in danger and I must get out at once. 
He and some other men who were 
standing there told me to try to drive 
out the old Opp road. 

‘I started back and just as we 
drove over the concrete bridge over 
Beaver Dam Creek the fill caved in. 
Realizing that we had escaped death 
by only a fractional part of a minute, 
I was of course very much excited as 
I tried to get out to safety. 

As we made our way to the top of 
the hill at Mr. John Brown’s store we 
drove around three cars that had 
already drowned out. When I 
reached the hilltop my children and 


Miss Cope were crying, but not 
audibly. I cannot tell how badly 
scared I was, but I tremblingly 
switched off my motor, and by the 
way, it would not crank again for 3 
days. 

Soon after we had eaten dinner at 

the home of Mr. and Mrs. Fletcher 
Pierce, we hitched mules to a wagon, 
and Mr. Pierce drove back with 
‘several of us ladies in his wagon, 
hoping we could hear from members 
of our family whom we had left in 
town. We could get no farther than 
Mr. Joe Morrow's warehouse. There 
we beheld a pitiable sight. Mr. and 
Mrs, John Grant and baby, Mr. and 
Mrs. Drayden Smith, Mr. and Mrs. 
L.P. Mullins and children, Mrs. Gill, 
with several children who were just 
getting well of measles, and a 
number of other people who had 
been driven from their homes were 
wet and cold and had no comforts 
except a shelter from the heavy rain 
that was still falling. 

My efforts to hear from my 
husband and John, our 16-year-old 
son, had failed. That night, as 
darkness came on, | listened to 
the distressful cries for help and 
humbly prayed to God, for I was 
helpless to aid my own loved ones 
and friends. I did not know where 
my mother-in-law or any of our other 
relatives in Elba were. I did not even 
knaw where my next-door neighbors 
were. As I left town I saw my close 
neighbor and friend, Joy Peacock, 
crying and searching for her father, 
Mr. J.W. Cosby. 


Oh, what a night as | stood over 
my sleeping baby and prayed for the 
lives of her daddy and brother, as 
well as all others in Elba. The 
thunder rolled and the lightnin 
flashed, and in my heart I realize 
that a God powerful enough to send 
such a storm could save human lives 
if He willed to. 

All day Friday I stood at the edge 
of the water and anxiously watched 
every boat, hoping some one would 
be rescued who could tell me 
something of my husband and son. 
Nobody except people from what is 
known as ‘‘New Town" were 
rescued until late that afternoon, 
“Aunt Polly’? Lee and Mrs, Julia 
Sanders, who live just across Beaver 
Dam Creek on the side next to town, 
were brought over. I can hardly keep 
tears back now as I recall that scene. 

“Aunt Polly’’, an aged and 
much-loved Elba woman, was 
dripping wet and unable to walk. 
Two men were carrying her, and 
Mrs. Sanders, her daughter, seemed 
to be thinking only of her mother, 
unmindful of the fact that she was 
wet and cold herself. Bowen 
Simmons had them put in his car and 


carried them to his father’s home in 
Opp. 

None, except those who were at 
the boat landing, as I was all that 
day, can know what a wonderful 
spirit was shown by the Opp people. 
Some were risking their lives in 
boats, some were taking care of 
refugees, while others were dis- 
tributing food to nearby homes 
which were filled with Elba’s 
homeless people. The Opp people 
opened their homes and spared no 
pains or price to Elba people. The 
spirit to help which was shown by the 
noble people of that little city cannot 
be excelled. 


Late Friday P.M. I went to Opp in 
a car driven by Casey Dalton. | told 
him to carry me to the home of Rev. 
and Mrs. C.O. Helms. There my 
baby and I were welcomed and cared 
for. Dear Mrs. Helms tried to 
comfort me about my husband and 
John. 

Another restless night passed. I 
left my baby with Mrs. Helms and 
came back as near Elba as | could 
get. During that day I watched the 
heroic boatmen as they brought to 
safety hungry, dirty, wet women and 
children. I recall the landing of Mrs. 
James English and her baby girl. 

Mrs. English was crying as she 
pressed her baby to her breast and 
told me that the little one was so 
good to have to suffer as she had, 
cooped up in their smutty loft from 
Thursday till Saturday. As Mr. and 
Mrs. Hub Haire landed, Mr. Haire 
sid, ‘‘I’ve prayed all night, and I saw 
poor Gabriel, a colored messenger 
boy, jump from a box car, to be 
plunged beneath the water to instant 
death.” 

Still, I had no news from my. 
husband. The boatmen told me the 
swiftness of the water made it 
impossible for them to get to the 
May building, where I had last seen 
my husband, trying to save some of 
his merchandise. I did not know, 
what to do, I was walking and crying 
when to my great surprise, | met my 
brother, Dr. R.H. Barnes, and 
brother-in-law, H.F. Roberts, of 
Winfield, Ala. They explained to me 
that they had gotten the news of our 


.plight by radio early Friday a.m. 
They left at once and had driven 
from Winfield to Windham’s Mill, a 
distance of 275 miles, by 5 o'clock 
Friday p.m. They had tried every 
way possible to get some information 
about my family and me that night, 
but being unable to do so, they 
returned to Troy and spent the night. 
They left at 4 a.m. Saturday and 
finally, with great difficulty, found 
me.. 
. Late Saturday p.m. as we stood at 
the béat landing near the ice plant, | 
saw a boat coming bringing my 
husband, There are no words to 
describe my feelings at that moment. 
As he stepped from the boat I 
observed he was pale and worn 
looking. He assured me that John 
was safe, but told me that he had 
stood on the May building and heard 
John call for help from the Whitman 
drug store building as it was 
crumbling. His voice faltered as he 
‘told me of seeing some brave boys go 
to John with a boat and carry him to 
the courthouse. John was not 
rescued from ‘the courthouse until 
Sunday morning. 


I could go on with this story, but I 
must soon quit. 

For several days we were very 
kindly kept in the homes of Rev. and 
Mrs. C.O. Helms and Mr. and Mrs. 
R.B. Johnson. We are most grateful 
to them. One night as we returned 
from our wrecked Elba home, we 
were of course muddy and tired, and 
Mrs. Johnson carried us into her 
lovely guest room to spend the night, 

‘Mr. Kendrick remarked: ‘‘Mrs. 
Johnson, if you have a dog house it 
would be a more appropriate place 
for us."’ 

Now we are back at home and ace 
getting our house in a_ livable 
condition. Our merchandise is gone, 
our furniture ruined, but we are 
thankful for our lives. Before the 
flood there were five homes between 
ours and Whitewater bridge; when 
we came back after the water had 
gone down, there was only one. The 
others had gone to other parts of 
town, 

A merciful Father has spared our 
lives and He will give us faith to go 
on. He has already thinistered to our 
needs through the great American 
Red Cross and other agencies.

Nursing Home Spotlight

MRS. PEARL THOMLEY 


Another hot, dry week has gone 
by and we are now in the last full 
week of June - June 26, 1986, to be 
specific; and again we're at the Elba 
Narang Home, visiting one of the 
sweetest and most lovable ladies one 
could ever know - Mrs. Pearl Talley 
Thomley. Or, to give her her 
complete name - Pearl Talley Clark 
Jones Thomley - Miss Pearl having 
three deceased husbands. 

Miss Pearl is quite talkative and 
has a vivacious personality. She has 
a keen memory and remarkable 
hearing for one so ‘‘young”’ -- after 
all, she is only 94 years old, having 
reached her great, gray years, and 
lived a long, fruitful and productive 
life. She will be 95 this December 31. 

In appearance, Miss Pearl is a 
tiny, short lady with pretty, snow- 
white hair and hazel eyes. The day 
we visited her, she was wearing a 
pretty white bed jacket with a pink 
floral design which was edged with 
lace around the neck and sleeves. 
She looked so sweet and 
comfortable. 

Miss Pearl was born in Ozark, 
one of four children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Will Talley. Mrs. Talley was the 
former Ida Foxworth, and Mr. Will 
farmed at first and then later owned 
and operated Talley’s Cafe for 50 
years until he became blind. A 
granddaughter, Vivian Clark 
Creswell Lee, then ran the cafe for 13 
years before it was eventually sold. 

Bet a lot of you readers will 
remember eating some good ole 
Southern cooking at Talley’s Cafe, 
which was located in the building 
next to what is now a service station 
across from the Methodist Church. 

Mr. Talley will be remembered 
as being very instrumental, along 
with Mr. Dan Brooks and other Elba 
folks, in getting the flowing well 
placed on the court square. ‘‘The 
flowing well on the square’’ conjures 
up many fond and nostalgic 
memories for Elba folks, and is a 
part of Elba’s rich, colorful tradition 
and heritage. 

Vivian, Miss Pearl’s daughter, 
with whom we spoke, recalled the 
flowing well and said, ‘‘That was 
some of the best water I’ve ever 
tasted!’’ 

Miss Pearl remembers her father 
as ‘‘very handsome with real black 
hair and tall,’’ and her mother as 
“real pretty with jet black curly 
hair."’ She said she called them 
**Papa’’ and ‘‘Mama.”’ 


The two brothers and one sister 
of Miss Pearl’s, all of whom are 
deceased, are: Willie Mae Crawford, 
who was a resident of Miami, Fla.; 
Victor Talley, who lived in 
Jacksonville, Fla.; and Carl Talley, 
who was a resident of Tampa, Fla. 

Miss Pearl was first married to 
Bennie Frank Clark, a native of Jack. 
He was the son of Frank and Anna 
Chapman Clark of the Jack 
Community. 

He had seven brothers and 
sisters. They are: Oscar, deceased; 
Mary Brown, deceased; Annie 
Gibson, deceased; Winnie, 
deceased; and Johnnny, deceased. 
All were living in Jack at the time of 
their deaths. The two surviving 
sisters are Mrs. Syble Walker, a 

Jack; and Miss Nettie 
Clark, who also resides in Jack. 

Mr. Bennie Frank died at a very 
young age in 1913, as the result of 
typhoid fever. Before his untimely 
death he was a farmer and engaged

in the turpentine still and sawmill 
businesses. 

From this union came one 
daughter, the aforementioned Vivian 
Cl Creswell Lee. Vivian was 
married to N.B. Creswell, who 
passed away in 1956. She later wed 
Robert Howard Lee, better known as 
Bob, who passed away in 1978. In 
addition to running the family cafe 
for 13 years, Vivian was employed at 
Ft. Rucker for 13 years, 

Miss Pearl’s second husband was 
Joseph Leonard Jones. He was a 
native of Eufaula and was a 
salesman for a carbide light 
company. 

Mr. Joseph Leonard passed away 
in the early 40’s. 

He and Mss Pearl had four 
children, all of whom are living, with 
the exception of one son, Douglas, 
who passed away this past 
December. At the time of his death, 
he was residing in Pensacola, Fla., 
where his wife Reba still lives. 

He was the father of four 
children: Doug Jr., who lives in 
Pensacola; Becky, also a resident of 
Pensacola; Susan, who resides in 
Miami; and Cindy, a resident of Ft. 
Walton. 

Helen Jones Farmer lives in 
Lakeland, Fla. She is retired from 
the telephone company, and she and 
her late husband Edison had two 
children, 

Helen's children are: Dr. Thomas 
E. Farmer Jr., who is minister of the 
First United Methodist Church in 
Jacksonville, Fla.; and Judy, who is 
married to Cleo Hall and is a 
homemaker in Lakeland, Fla. 

The third child of Miss Pearl and 
Mr. Joseph Leonard's is Harold, a 
resident of Crestview, Fla. He was 
self-employed and is now retired. He 
is unmarried. 

J.L. Jr. is a retired teacher and 
lives in Dothan with his wife Hilda. 

They are the parents of three 
children: Joseph Creswell Jones, 
who lives near Orlando; David, who 
is in the Air Force; and Allen, also in 
the Air Force, stationed in Maine. 

Mr. Joseph Leonard was the 
father of two daughters from a 
previous marriage: Bama Deipin 
and Bennie Lou, both residents of 
Orlando. 

Miss Pearl’s third husband, 
Dalton Thomley, passed away in 
1955. He was originally from Webb, 
Ala., and worked in the post office in 
Dothan. He had two sons from a 
prior marriage: Glen, now deceased, 
and Don, a resident of Dallas, Tex. 

He and Miss Pearl had no 
children, but his sons loved her 
dearly. 

Miss Pearl has had, as the old 
saying goes, ‘‘yours, mine and ours”’ 
children, and was a loving and 
devoted mother to all of them. About 
her mom, Vivian said, ‘‘She was a 
fantastic mother! I cannot stress 
enough what a good and caring 
mother she was to all of us!’’ 

Counting the grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren from the above, 
we came up with 9 grandchildren 
and 18 great-grandchildren, and 
Miss Pearl is lovingly called 
“Granny” and ‘‘Mama Thomley”’ by 
the children. She also has another 
name, affectionately given to her by 
her two sons-in-law years ago: 
‘*Pearlique.’’ 


Miss Pearl says her favorite color 
is ‘‘red;’’ she loved all the holidays 
cause the children were always

home and she could prepare big 
meals for them; ‘‘spring’’ is her 
favorite time of the year; she likes all 
flowers; and she loves sweets! 

She has many hobbies and 
interests, she told us. Among them 
are her love for crocheting, sewing, 
working with flowers - and a yen for 
traveling. She said she loved the art 
of homemaking, and Vivian 
confirmed this and added, ‘She was 
a good homemaker.’’ 

In her traveling experiences, she 
has been to Miami and various other 
parts of Florida many times as long 
as her health permitted; and she has 
traveled to Muskegon, Mich. 

She is a member of the Elba 
United Methodist Church and at one 
time all her children were members 
there also. 

Miss Pearl has worked in Dothan 
at Blumberg’s. 

She is an ardent believer in 
education and attending church. She 
received her education at Heath 
School, and when asked to give her 
advice to the younger generation of 
today, quickly replied, ‘‘I’d tell them 
the first thing they need to do is get 
an education, learn to treat people 
right and go to church!”’ 

And, in that thought, when asked 
what she'd change in her life if she 
were able to do so, said, ‘‘I’d go to 
school and get more education.’’ 
And Vivian said indeed Miss Pearl 
always stressed the value and 
importance of a good education to 
her children and also that of 
attending church and living right. 

When asked if she could have one 
wish come true - her wish would be 
‘for everyone to get along with each 
other in this world.’’ 

Her thoughts upon seein 
television for the first time: ‘* 
thought it was beautiful!’’ Upon 
seeing her first car: ‘‘I was very 
excited!’’ Upon the advent of 
electricity and getting it in their 
home: ‘‘I was glad to see electricity 
come because it brightened up 
everything! Every Friday I had to 
wash the lamp chimneys, and so 
when electricity came, I didn’t have 
to do that any more.”’ 

She said, ‘‘Christmas was very 
exciting,’ and remembers vividly 
one Christmas receiving a Calico cat 
from Santa Claus, whom she named 
“‘Fuzzy.’’ Laughing, she told us, ‘‘I 
was crazy about that cat!’ If 
anything wrong happened to my cat, 
I got very upset!’’ 


Miss Pearl is a joy to know and be 

around, and hope you enjoyed this 
visit with her as much as we did!
